Home  for  Aged  Men, 

JANUARY,  1879.  * 


Each  succeeding  year  that  we  render  an  account 
of  our  stewardship,  but  deepens  the  conviction  of  the 
usefulness  of  this  institution.  That  now  closing  forms 
no  exception.  Thirty-six  estimable  gentlemen,  who, 
so  long  as  their  strength  remained  unimpaired,  bore 
their  part  honorably  in  the  business  life  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  have  dwelt  here  under  its  sheltering  care  in 
comfort  and  content.  Commercial  disaster,  shrinkage 
of  values,  crippled  industries,  attending  approaching 
resumption,  have  reduced  multitudes  to  impoverish¬ 
ment,  but  not  come  near  them.  If  not  insensible  to 
this  wide-spread  calamity  as  it  affected  others,  they 
have  had  reason  to  be  grateful  that  they  were  them¬ 
selves  beyond  its  reach.  Pursuing  the  even  tenor  of 
their  way,  blessed  with  an  unusual  measure  of  health, 
their  circle  until  in  one  solitary  instance  quite  recently 
unbroken,  they  have  enjoyed  the  comforting  assurance 
that  whatever  might  chance,  so  long  as  they  complied 
with  a  few  simple  regulations,  their  future  support 
was  secured. 
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It  is  true  that  the  fund  on  which  that  support  is 
dependent,  shares  in  the  general  depreciation.  In 
more  prosperous  days  it  yielded  such  ample  returns 
for  every  need  as  led  the  Board  if  not  to  discourage 
further  contributions,  to  refrain  from  soliciting  them ; 
but  the  imperative  requirements  of  the  Home  and 
allowances  to  outside  beneficiaries,  whom,  when  our 
treasury  was  overflowing  we  undertook  to  aid,  exceed 
our  income.  Bather  than  disappoint  expectations  of 
their  allowances  being  continued,  on  which  they  have 
been  led  to  count  for  subsistence,  we  have  encroached 
to  some  extent  upon  bequests  where  unconditioned, 
which  we  should  have  preferred  to  add  undiminished 
to  our  accumulations.  We  have  even  ventured,  as 
vacancies  occurred,  to  place  others  on  the  list,  but 
many  deserving  applicants  have  been  denied.  The 
disastrous  state  of  affairs  has  largely  augmented  the 
class  of  unfortunates  who  look  to  such  resources  for 
relief.  Many  have  lost  their  old  employments  without 
health  or  vigor  to  seek  for  new.  In  the  sharp  struggle 
for  bread,  they  can  no  longer  cope  with  more  youthful 
and  energetic  competitors.  Their  friends  and  kinsfolk 
have  become  too  impoverished  to  aid  them,  and  no 
alternative  is  left  but  destitution  or  the  alms-house. 
We  should  fail  in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  therefore 
urge  upon  the  generous  and  affluent  the  importance 
of  replenishing  our  coffers,  that  no  meritorious  person 
who  seeks  our  help  shall  go  unsatisfied  away. 

Benevolence  can  select  few  worthier  objects  for  its 
bounty  than  these  excellent  men,  who,  having  seen 
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better  days,  and  labored  assiduously  until  past  their 
meridian,  have  been  overtaken  by  calamity  in  the 
decline  of  life.  Our  Home  already  contains  as  many 
as  can  be  conveniently  lodged  within  its  walls.  But 
ample  space  remains  on  our  acre  lot  for  new  edifices 
or  additions  even  better  arranged  to  accommodate 
twice  our  present  numbers,  and  if  we  had  means  to 
warrant  their  erection,  they  would  be  speedily  filled 
by  the  best  of  men  now  sorely  in  need  of  such  an 
asylum.  We  respectfully  commend  this  to  thoughtful 
consideration,  that  so  favorable  a  time  for  building 
may  be  improved. 

We  do  not  pretend,  that  where  all  the  great 
dramatist  tells  us  should  accompany  old  age, — honor, 
love,  obedience,  troops  of  friends, —  falls  to  his  lot 
who  appreciates  his  blessings,  that  lot  may  not  be 
preferable  to  any  the  Home  can  offer.  But  many 
favored  by  fortune  value  advantages  they  have  not 
more  than  those  they  possess.  Many  have  wealth 
without  health,  society,  or  objects  of  affection,  yearn 
for  pursuits  or  recreations  from  which  they  are  de¬ 
barred  by  infirmity,  and  happiness  is  very  equally 
divided.  Yet  those  who  outlive  their  kinsfolk  and 
acquaintance,  and  are  left  with  scanty  means  or 
none  whatever  of  their  own,  to  eat  the  bread  of 
dependence  grudgingly  bestowed,  amongst  strangers 
with  whom  they  have  no  sympathy,  or  towards  whom 
they  feel  a  positive  repugnance,  in  solitary  upper 
chambers,  or  in  crowded  and  untidy  boarding-houses, 
are  special  subjects  for  commiseration.  The  more 
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refined  their  own  tastes  and  habits,  the  more  exem¬ 
plary  their  character,  the  more  grating  the  rude 
contact  to  which  they  are  exposed.  Far  better  for 
them  to  take  up  their  abode  in  a  permanent  home 
like  this,  where  gentlemen  of  similar  experiences  and 
carefully  selected  to  be  mutually  agreeable  form  a 
circle  of  congenial  thoughts  and  ways. 

For  a  time  after  coming  under  its  roof  an  occasional 
murmur  may  be  heard  from  the  new  inmate,  that  he 
is  no  longer  permitted  to  pursue  his  accustomed 
avocations.  Dependence  upon  other  resources  than 
his  own,  haunts  him  with  a  sense  of  self-reproach, 
and  he  longs  once  again  to  be  earning  his  daily  bread 
by  his  daily  tasks.  But  he  should  remember  that  the 
generous  men  and  women  who  founded  this  institution 
have,  for  the  most  part,  themselves  gone  to  a  home 
which  He  who  gave  them  the  means  and  disposition 
to  do  His  work  has  prepared  for  them  in  His  many 
mansions.  We  cannot  control  our  destiny,  but  should 
accept  that  provided  with  grateful  hearts.  No  lot 
is  exempt  from  trial  and  tribulation.  But  wisdom 
makes  the  best  of  what  cannot  be  avoided,  and  one 
might  be  worse  off  than  as  an  inmate  of  the  Home. 

The  governing  principle  of  its  administration  has 
ever  been,  by  judicious  foresight  and  constant  thought¬ 
fulness,  to  render  all  entrusted  to  its  keeping  cheerful 
and  contented.  It  seeks  to  provide  good  food  and 
garments,  the  best  of  medical  attendance,  to  ensure 
health,  an  important  element  of  happiness.  It  strives 
to  promote  that  social  spirit  among  the  brotherhood 


which  renders  each  day  a  privilege  to  live,  so  that 
when  the  vital  strength  at  last  yields  to  the  universal 
and  inexorable  law,  they  may  go  to  their  repose  not 
weary  of  the  world,  but  with  an  unfaltering  trust  that 
the  same  kind  providence  which  has  watched  over 
them  here  will  attend  their  waking.  Such  has  ever 

been  the  design  and  practice  of  the  management  of 

' 

this  institution,  and  when  we  remember  how  much 
tranquil  enjoyment  has  been  realized  within  its  gates 
since  they  first  opened  on  hospitable  hinges  to  receive 
its  earliest  inmates,  we  cannot  but  believe  it  has  well 
served  its  purpose. 

Of  course  where  so  many  are  associated  together 
under  the  same  roof,  taking  their  repasts  at  the  same 
table,  and  sharing  the  same  halls  and  apartments  for 
their  daily  occupations,  some  slight  restraint  must  be 
imposed.  Human  nature  is  various  in  its  moods  and 
apt  to  be  sensitive  under  circumstances  to  which  it  is 
unused.  What  one  considers  but  due  regard  to  estab¬ 
lished  standards,  whether  reasonable  or  simply  con¬ 
ventional,  his  companions  may  deem  frivolous  or  of 
secondary  importance.  But  with  the  pains  taken  to 
admit  only  those  whose  knowledge  of  the  world  and 
previous  associations  are  warrant  against  what  is 
eccentric  or  disagreeable,  mutual  forbearance  is  not 
difficult.  So  long  as  courtesy  and  kindness  are  recip¬ 
rocated,  and  consideration  for  each  other  the  rule, 
there  can  be  no  cause  for  complaint.  Each  will  learn 
to  be  independent  of  the  rest,  and  plan  his  daily 
pursuits  so  as  to  be  little  ruffled  by  what  is  not  alto- 
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ge ther  to  his  mind.  The  public  library  and  its 
branches  afford  rich  stores  of  books  for  those  that  are 
fond  of  them,  its  reading-rooms,  magazines  and  jour¬ 
nals  ;  many  galleries  of  art,  at  stated  seasons,  are 
open  without  fee,  and  Lowell  lectures  and  religious 
services.  For  those  fond  of  conversation,  the  large 
circle  under  the  roof  supplies  an  inexhaustible  fund 
for  amusement  and  instruction. 

Gathered  from  manifold  pursuits ;  of  ages  from  the 
grand  climacteric, — even  in  one  past  instance  to  his 
hundredth  year, — the  social  element  of  the  Home  is 
of  the  best.  One  of  our  former  inmates,  Mr.  Hay¬ 
ward,  was  widely  known  as  the  editor  of  the 
“ American  Gazeteer.”  One  of  our  present  inmates 
crossed  the  Atlantic  ninety-six  times  in  command  of 
a  merchant-man.  Success  is  no  safe  criterion  to  judge 
those  who  have  been  less  distinguished  or  prospered, 
and  many  within  our  walls  have  deserved  it,  if  it  has 
eluded  their  grasp.  Having  done  all  in  their  power 
to  achieve  independence,  relieved  of  all  responsibility 
for  the  future,  they  are  naturally  cheerful,  and  com¬ 
panionable,  with  much  to  tell. 

When  assembled  for  the  evening,  chess,  checkers 
and  backgammon  and  other  games  have  their  votaries, 
and  are  an  unfailing  resource  for  those  whose  hearing 
or  sight  is  impaired.  They  are  all  to  be  encouraged  for 
another  reason.  Many  of  the  inmates  as  soon  as  they 
have  partaken  of  their  evening  repasts,  go  to  bed,  or 
slumber  in  their  chairs;  they  are  apt,  in  consequence, 
their  bodies  sufficiently  rested,  to  wake  before  dawn, 
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and  pass  long  and  tedious  vigils  of  restlessness,  chained 
to  an  ungrateful  pillow.  Should  they  rise  to  read, 
the  light  would  disturb  their  room-mates,  or  they 
themselves  be  chilled,  to  the  prejudice  of  their  health. 
The  hours  passed  in  harmless  diversions  not  only 
foster  companionship,  but  keep  them  up  later.  Many 
persons  are  constituted  to  require  but  little  sleep. 
What  they  get  is  thus  sounder,  and  they  wake  near 
enough  to  daylight  to  shake  off  any  lingering  drowsi¬ 
ness,  and  quit  their  beds  without  reluctance.  The 
last  mood  at  night  is  said  to  usher  in  the  morning, 
and  refreshed  by  unbroken  slumbers  they  rise  with 
cheerful  spirits  to  their  morning  meal,  without  impa¬ 
tience  for  its  coming  from  long  firsting,  which  is  very 
prejudicial  to  constitutions  not  exceptionally  vigorous. 

If  not  without  some  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
health  and  welfare  of  our  wards,  we  have  refrained 
from  the  slightest  interference  with  their  freedom  of 
thought  and  action  where  they  do  not  infringe  upon 
the  rules  indispensable  to  the  general  comfort.  We 
have  rarely  had  occasion  to  say  a  word  unless  of 
commendation.  Our  only  solicitude  has  been  lest 
their  hold  upon  the  institution  should  be  loosened  by 
disregard  of  the  conditions.  Any  member  of  the 
household  who  feels  a^rieved  or  would  have  altered 
wliat  disturbs  his  serenity,  should  state  his  grievance 
to  some  Director,  in  order  that  every  cause  of  dissat¬ 
isfaction,  if  justly  grounded,  may  be  removed. 

The  great  age  attained  by  many  of  our  inmates, 
bears  witness  to  the  favorable  sanitary  conditions 


of  the  Horne.  Of  the  ninety-six  admitted  since 
November  6,  1861,  seventeen  years  ago,  five  have 
been  discharged,  eleven  left  of  their  own  accord. 
Of  the  forty-two  who  have  died  under  its  roof, 
one  was  under  sixty,  nine  over  sixty  and  under 
seventy,  fourteen  between  seventy  and  eighty, 
sixteen  over  eighty  and  under  ninety,  two  over 
ninety,  Mr.  De  Wolfe  dying  in  his  hundredth 
year.  The  average  has  been  about  seventy-six.  Of 
our  present  thirty-five  inmates,  the  youngest  is  sixty- 
four,  the  oldest  eighty-eight ;  one  has  been  an  inmate 
seventeen  years,  nine  over  fourteen ;  one  who  is 
blind  finds  his  way  about  the  house  and  even  our 
busy  streets  without  a  guide.  Our  practice  has  been 
not  to  admit  where  the  bodily  or  mental  condition 
demands  much  additional  attendance,  but  with  grow¬ 
ing  infirmities  such  care  often  becomes  imperative. 
One  male  nurse  is  kept  for  this  purpose. 

Our  last  year’s  experience  has  been  of  course 
exceptional,  only  one  in  thirty-six,  Mr.  Charles 
Walley,  having  died,  an  average  mortality  less  than 
that  of  the  city  of  all  ages.

The  year  began  with  thirty-one  outside  beneficiaries, 
we  have  added  five  and  lost  six,  leaving  the  number 
on  our  list  thirty  ;  to  these  thirty-six  have  been  paid 
four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars. 

Those  who  died  were  Charles  Mclntire,  February 
4th,  aged  78  ;  John  D.  Clapp,  suddenly,  of  heart 
disease,  February  11th;  Charles  Withington  died  May 
4th,  at  the  age  of  70;  John  Ditson,  a  well  known 
resident  of  the  South  End,  May  23d,  aged  86,  who  had 
received  aid  since  1862;  Silas  Warren,  November  3d, 
aged  85;  David  S.  Eaton,  January  6th,  1879. 

Of  the  eighty-eight  who  have  been  placed  on 
the  roll  of  stipendaries,  forty-one  have  died  and 
sixteen  have  withdrawn  for  the  reason  that  their 
circumstances  had  changed. 

Of  the  forty  members  of  our  own  Board  since 
the  charter  in  April,  1860,  one-half  are  no  longer 
alive.  The  present  year  we  have  lost  one  of  our  Vice- 
Presidents,  Mr.  James  Parker;  he  was  among  the 
earliest  contributors  to  our  fund,  and  after  the  first 
year  one  of  our  Directors.  A  constant  attendant  at 
our  meetings,  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties,  liberal  in  his  contributions  to  our  treasury, 
amounting  to  more  than  six  thousand  dollars,  the 
institution  has  lost  in  him  one  of  its  warmest  friends. 
He  will  be  long  remembered  with  affection  by  his 
surviving  associates  for  his  genial  sympathies  and 
kindly  ways,  as  well  as  for  his  zeal  in  promoting  the 
best  interests  of  the  Home. 

As  almoners  of  this  noble  charity  it  is  incumbent 
upon  us  to  express  our  profound  gratitude  for  the 
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munificent  bequests  and  donations  conferred  ever 
since  it  was  founded,  and  more  particularly  at  this 
time  for  what  have  come  to  us  during  the  year  that 
has  past.  4

Of  the  ninety-seven  hundred  dollars  expended  for 
the  house,  nearly  half  was  for  care,  heating  and 
lighting;  of  the  rest,  nearly  four  thousand  dollars 
was  for  food,  only  fifty-three  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  for  drugs.  Eight  hundred  dollars  purchased  all 
the  clothing  and  dry  goods  used  by  the  inmates, 
except  what  was  supplied  by  generous  donations. 
Packages  are  often  left  at  the  Home  anonymously; 
in  some  instances  the  messages  accompanying  them 
being  so  rapidly  and  indistinctly  delivered,  as  not  to 
be  understood.  If  all  our  friends  and  patrons  are  not 
included  among  our  benefactors  in  the  list  attached  to 
our  report,  this  will  explain  the  omission.  This  may 
also  have  been  the  case  with  regard  to  flowers,  fruit 
and  vegetables,  an  abundant  supply  of  the  best  of 
which,  throughout  the  season,  were  received  and 
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greatly  appreciated.  Much  valuable  reading  matter, 
books,  magazines  and  newspapers  were  sent  for  the 
reading-room,  and  contributed  greatly  to  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  inmates. 

The  graceful  and  considerate  offerings  of  our 
generous  benefactress  from  West  Roxbury,  each 
Christmas  morning,  brought  by  a  happy  throng  of

beaming  faces  and  laden  hands,  fail  not  to  awaken 
a  sense  of  gratitude,  adding  a  new  value  to  the 
gifts,  and  proving,  it  is  hoped,  of  as  great  pleasure 
to  the  giver,  as  to  the  gratified  inmates,  not  any 
of  whom  she  forgets.  Punctually  as  Santa  Claus 
himself,  come  flowers  and  wreaths  for  each  of  the 
inmates,  with  mysterious  parcels,  containing  whatever 
they  especially  prize,  accompanied  by  kind  felicita¬ 
tions,  which,  till  within  two  years,  she  came  herself  to 
offer,  but  which  she  has  since  been  forced  to  transmit 
by  the  hands  of  her  children  and  grand-children. 
The  recipients  of  her  favors  once  having  known 
how  great  the  privilege  of  being  remembered  on 
such  festal  occasions  of  interchanged  affection,  doubly 
value  such  proof  that  they  are  still  cared  for. 
The  tints  and  fragrance  of  the  flowers,  and  other 
brilliant  mementos  give  a  gala  character  to  the 
house  befitting  the  day,  which  is  thus  rendered  one 
of  especial  and  appropriate  felicity  for  all.  The 
inmates  were  also  remembered  this  year,  by  Messrs. 
L.  Prang  &  Co.,  who  sent  Christmas  Eve,  cards  and 
chromos,  with  which  every  room  in  the  morning 
was  prettily  decorated. 
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Our  acknowledgments  are  due,  as  usual,  to  our  kind 
physician,  ever  at  hand  when  malady  threatens,  but 
whose  watchful  care  does  not  wait  to  cure,  but  antici¬ 
pates  and  prevents  its  attacks  by  regimen  and  kindly 
counsel.  We  would  also  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr. 
George  C.  Ainsworth  for  dental  services,  wdiich  save 
our  inmates  from  distressing  pain ;  to  Mr.  G.  M.  King 
for  his  pleasant  drives  ;  and  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Wiggin 
for  the  musical  entertainment,  which  he  planned  and 
carried  out  to  the  great  enjoyment  of  the  inmates. 
Nor  are  we  insensible  to  the  many  acts  of  kindness  of 
the  Rev.  W.  P.  Tilden,  who  has  brought  his  Sunday 
School,  to  sing  their  hymns  and  chants.  The  inmates 
were  vividly  impressed  by  the  eloquent  and  appropri¬ 
ate  discourse  of  Dr.  Ellis  on  the  last  Sunday  of  the 
year.  Nor  would  we,  while  recognizing  the  faithful 
services  of  our  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  neglect  to  pay 
the  tribute  due  to  our  Superintendent,  whose  admir¬ 
able  qualifications  for  her  office,  and  long  experience, 
contribute  daily  so  largely  to  the  health  and  well-being 
of  all  under  her  care. 

We  should  not  venture  to  record  the  annual  repast 
provided  by  our  President  at  Thanksgiving  for  the 
Home,  were  it  not  that  those  who,  benefited  by  his 
kind  thought  of  them,  might  regard  it  as  an 
unpardonable  omission.

IN  THE  TEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  SIXTY.

AN  ACT 

TO  INCORPORATE  THE  HOME  FOR  AGED  MEN. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives .  in  General 
Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  folloivs  : 

Section  1.  Moses  Grant,  William  Ropes,  Albert  Fearing,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name 
of  the  Home  for  Aged  Men,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  home 
for  and  otherwise  assisting  respectable  aged  and  indigent  men ;  with 
all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities 
and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General 
Statutes,  passed  December  28,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  may,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  hold 
real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars.

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTY. 

AN  ACT 

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  HOME  FOR  AGED  MEN  TO  HOLD 
ADDITIONAL  REAL  AND  PERSONAL  ESTATE. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Home  for  Aged  Men  is  hereby  authorized  to 
hold  real  and  personal  estate,  for  the  purposes  named  in  its  Act  of 
Incorporation,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  amount  it  is  now  authorized 
to  hold. 

Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CORPORATION  BY-LAWS. 


Membership. 

Article  I.  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named 
in  the  Act  of  Incorporation  ;  of  all  persons  who  have  been  or  may 
be  Directors ;  and  of  such  persons  as  shall  give  to  the  Corporation, 
at  any  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars  or  upwards,  or  who,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  may  be  elected  a  member  by  ballot. 

Officers. 

Art.  II.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation,  under  the  name  of 
Directors ,  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  twelve  other  members.  They  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  at  each  Annual  Meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 
Two  of  the  Directors  shall  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to 
audit  the  Treasurer’s  Account  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Annual  Meeting. 

Art.  III.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  in  every  year,  at  such  place  and 
hour  as  the  Directors  may  order,  and  notice  of  said  meeting  shall 
be  given,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  three  days  at  least  before  said  meeting.  The 
Directors  may  call  Special  Meetings  of  the  Corporation  whenever 
in  their  opinion  it  is  expedient  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  request  in 
writing  of  five  members  of  the  Corporation. 

Home  and  Beneficiaries. 

Art.  IV.  A  suitable  building  or  buildings,  to  be  known  as  the 
Home  for  Aged  Men ,  shall  be  provided  for  the  reception  of  respect¬ 
able  aged  and  indigent  men  not  otherwise  provided  for,  into  which 
may  be  admitted  such  persons,  coming  under  the  above  designation, 
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as  the  Directors  shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient.  The 
Directors  may,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  aid  beneficiaries  at  their 
own  homes. 


i 

Directors ’  Meetings. 

Art.  Y.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  at  such 
place  and  hour  as  they  shall  determine,  and  Special  Meetings  shall 
be  called  by  the  Clerk  at  any  time  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
President,  or  upon  that  of  any  three  Directors. 

Seven  members  present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  Directors  are  authorized  to  fill  for  the  remainder  of  the  current 
year,  vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices  provided  for  in  Article  II. 


Presiding  Officer. 

Art.  VI.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  when 
present,  in  his  absence,  a  Yice-President  or  senior  member  of  the 
Board  present,  shall  preside. 


Treasurer. 

Art.  YII.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
moneys,  bonds,  deeds  and  securities,  belonging  to  the  Corporation, 
which  he  shall  keep,  manage  and  invest,  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  their  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose.  He  shall  pay  no  money  but  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  or  of  their  committee  duly  authorized.  At  the 
Annual  Meeting,  he  shall  render  a  statement  in  detail,  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements  made  up  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  inclusive 
in  each  year,  with  a  statement  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  shall  .at  any  time  give  such  information  in  regard  to  the 
property  in  his  possession  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Directors. 

He  shall  record  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  abstracts  of  the 

wills  of  persons  deceased,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  bequests  to  the 

“  Home  for  A^ed  Men.”

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Clerk. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  Corporation,  of  the  Directors  and  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  each,  with  the  names  of  the 
members  present,  and  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  of  their  term  of  service. 


Directors. 

\ 

Art.  IX.  The  Directors  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the 
Home  and  of  the  general  business  and  property  of  the  Corporation, 
and  of  the  admission  and  discharge  of  inmates.  They  may  perform 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  Committees- chosen  from  their  own 
number;  and,  during  the  intervals  of  their  meetings,  may  act  by  an 
Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  enter  into  and 
bind  the  Corporation  by  such  contracts  as  they  may  deem  advanta¬ 
geous  ;  they  may  appoint  all  proper  and  necessary  officers,  assistants, 
and  servants  for  the  management  and  care  of  the  Home  and  benefi¬ 
ciaries,  with  such  salaries  and  allowances  as  they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  fix  and  determine,  and  may  remove  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and 
make  all  such  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and 
for  the  government  of  such  officers,  assistants,  and  servants,  for  the 
admission,  confirmation,  discharge,  removal,  control  and  care  of 
inmates,  and  the  well-ordering  and  conducting  of  the  respective 
departments  of  the  Home,  as  to  them  may  seem  proper  and  expedient ; 
'provided ,  however,  that  the  said  rules  and  regulations  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  the  Corporation  at  their  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  any 
legal  meeting  especially  called  for  the  purpose.  They  shall  manage, 
invest  and  dispose  of  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall 
receive  and  collect  donations  and  bequests,  but  no  sale  or  transfer  of 
any  of  the  property,  and  no  payment  of  money  from  the  treasury, 
shall  be  made  without  their  order,  or  that  of  a  Committee  duly 
authorized  by  them. 

They  shall  cause  a  complete  record  of  all  their  doings  to  be  kept, 
which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Corporation  whenever  required ;  and, 
at  every  Annual  Meeting  they  shall  make  a  written  report  on  the 
Treasurer’s  Accounts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  Home, —  com¬ 
prising  a  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates  and  beneficiaries  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  ;  number  admitted,  died,  left  or  discharged, 
and  the  number  remaining;  with  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
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expenditures  of  each  department ;  and  for  this  purpose  they  shall,  at 
a  previous  meeting,  appoint  a  Committee  of  their  own  number. 

Donations  and  Bequests. 

Art.  X.  All  sums  received  by  the  Corporation  as  donations  or 
bequests,  unless  the  donor  or  testator  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  and 
all  collections  including  annual  and  other  subscriptions,  may  be 
applied  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Corporation,  or  to  increase 
the  permanent  fund,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors. 

Amendments. 

Art.  XI.  Any  amendment  of  these  By-laws,  proposed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Corporation,  may  be  adopted  at  a  subsequent  meeting, 
and  not  otherwise. 


DIRECTORS’  BY-LAWS. 


Article  I.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year,  at  such 
hour  as  they  may  determine.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  business. 


Order  of  Business. 

Art.  II.  The  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  reading  of  the 
records  of  the  previous  meeting.  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be 
next  in  order,  and  thereafter  any  other  business  may  come  before 
the  Board. 

Standing  Committees,  Superintendent  and  Physician. 

Art.  III.  At  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting,  the  fol¬ 
lowing-named  Standing  Committees  shall  be  elected :  namely,  an 
Executive  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Admission,  on  Finance, 
on  Religious  Services,  and  such  other  Committees  as  the  Board  may 
deem  expedient.  A  Superintendent  and  a  Physician,  shall  be 
elected  at  this  meeting. 

Chairman  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

Art.  IV.  The  first-named  member  on  a  Committee  shall  be 
Chairman,  and  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  submitted  in  writing. 


Executive  Committee. 

Art.  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
during  the  interval  between  the  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Directors,  and  act  in  their  behalf.  They  shall  meet  at  the  Home  on 
the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  and  some  one  of  them  shall  visit  it 
at  least  once  a  week.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Directors  at  their  quarterly  meetings. 
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They  shall  make  or  authorize  all  purchases  for  the  Home,  and  shall 
examine  and  approve  all  bills  before  payment  by  the  Treasurer. 


Committee  on  Admission. 

Art.  YI.  The  Committee  on  Admission  shall  visit  or  confer  with 
each  applicant  for  admission  or  relief,  inquire  into  his  circumstances 
and  character,  and  make  a  full  report  of  all  the  material  facts  in  each 
case.  The  Directors  alone  shall  decide  upon  the  admission  or  relief 
of  applicants.  The  Committee  shall  keep  a  register,  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  names  of  applicants  ;  their  respective  ages ;  place  of 
birth  and  residence ;  by  whom  recommended ;  date  of  application, 
the  decision  of  the  Directors  thereon,  and  such  other  facts  as  they 
may  deem  important ;  and  they  shall  assign  to  inmates  their  rooms. 


Finance  Committee. 

Art.  YII.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge 
and  direction  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  money,  mortgages 
and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  Home,  and  shall  direct  the 
Treasurer  in  the  disposition  of  the  same. 


Committee  on  Religious  Services. 

Art.  YIII.  The  Committee  on  Religious  Services  shall,  as  often 
as  practicable,  supply  the  Home  with  preaching  on  Sundays.  They 
shall  make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same,  and  to  other 
Religious  services  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 


Superintendent. 

Art.  IX.  The  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  shall  have  charge  of  the  house,  and  shall  strictly 
obey  and  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Directors.  Order, 
neatness,  and  good  conduct,  must  prevail  throughout  the  Home. 

The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  care  of,  and  be  responsible  for, 
all  supplies  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  family ;  shall  be  present  at 
meals,  see  that  they  are  properly  served,  that  suitable  food  is  provided 
for  the  sick,  proper  order  is  observed  at  table,  a  blessing  asked  before 
each  meal ;  and  by  firmness,  kindness,  attention,  and  judicious  treat¬ 
ment,  endeavor  to  secure  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inmates. 
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At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  Super¬ 
intendent  shall  present,  in  writing,  a  statement  of  the  supplies 
required,  with  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Home  and  its  inmates, 
and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  important.  Improper  conduct  of 
any  of  the  inmates  shall  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  a 
list  of  the  furniture,  linen  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  Home, 
which  list  shall  be  corrected  annually  in  the  month  of  December,  and 
laid  before  the  Corporation  at  its  annual  meeting  in  January. 

Presents,  other  than  money,  shall  be  entered  wjth  the  name  of  the 
Donor  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Superintendent. 


Beneficiaries. 

Art.  X.  Sect.  1.  Every  applicant  must  furnish  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  the  respectability  of  his  character,  and  freely  com¬ 
municate  all  facts  necessary  to  a  proper  understanding  of  his  case. 

Sect.  2.  In  no  case  whatever  shall  any  person  be  placed  on  the 
list  of  beneficiaries  but  those  who  are  natives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  are  at  least  fifty-five  years  of  age,  and  have  resided  in 
Boston  during  the  ten  years  next  preceding  their  application  for 
relief,  unless  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  Directors  present ; 
the  number  present  being  not  less  than  twelve. 

Sect.  3.  Each  beneficiary  when  first  admitted  shall  be  upon  1 
probation  for  the  term  of  six  months.  After  the  expiration  of  said 
term  the  Directors  shall,  as  they  deem  expedient,  dismiss  or  confirm 
the  applicant  as  a  permanent  inmate  of  the  Home. 

Sect.  4.  Persons  not  confirmed  as  permanent  inmates  shall  be 
refunded  the  balance  of  the  admission  fee  paid  by  them,  after  deduct¬ 
ing  therefrom  three  dollars  per  week  for  the  time  they  have  remained 
in  the  Home  as  a  compensation  for  their  board. 

Sect.  5.  Every  inmate  must  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  the  Directors. 

Sect.  6.  The  Directors  in  all  cases  reserve  the  right  to  dismiss 
and  expel  from  the  Home  any  inmate  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
rules,  or  whom,  from  any  other  cause,  they  may  deem  not  to  be  a 
proper  object  of  this  Charity ;  admissions  to  the  Home  not  being 
permanent,  but  only  during  the  good  behavior  of  the  inmates  and 
the  pleasure  of  the  Directors.  Notice  of  the  intention  to  dismiss 
and  expel  an  inmate  shall  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting  when 
such  action  is  to  be  taken. 
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Sect.  7.  Beneficiaries  aided  out  of  the  Home,  may  be  stricken 
from  the  list,  or  the  amount  of  relief  modified  at  any  time,  by  vote 
of  the  Directors. 

Sect.  8.  The  Directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  the  terms  of 
admission  to  the  Home.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  shall  be  the  fee  for  admission  in  each  case. 

Sect.  9.  Furniture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  Home,  by 
or  for  permanent  inmates,  must  remain  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  the 
Home.  Beneficiaries  who  have  property  must  secure  the  same  to 
the  Corporation  before  admission,  and  in  case  of  money  or  other 
property  coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission  by  inherit¬ 
ance,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  if  they  continue  as  an  inmate  of  the 
Home,  they  must  make  the  same. over  to  the  Corporation  upon  the 
demand  of  the  Directors. 

Sect.  10.  Any  inmate  desirous,  for  any  cause,  to  leave  the  Home, 
is  at  liberty  to  depart.  Should  he  leave  within  six  months  from  his 
admission  as  a  permanent  inmate,  the  entrance-money  which  has  been 
paid  on  his  account  shall  be  returned,  after  deducting  a  reasonable 
amount  for  his  support  while  in  the  Home.  Should  he  have  made 
over  any  property  to  the  Corporation,  the  said  property,  or  the  amount 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  him,  after  deducting 
his  board  for  the  time  he  has  been  in  the  Home ;  but,  after  once 
leaving,  he  cannot  return  as  an  inmate,  unless  by  vote  of  the 
‘  Directors. 

Amendments. 

Art.  XI.  These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
legal  meeting  of  the  Directors,  provided  that  in  the  notices  calling 
said  meeting,  it  shall  have  been  stated  that  an  alteration  or  amend¬ 
ment  is  to  be  made. 


HOUSE  RULES. 


1.  The  entire  care  of  the  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  strictly  obey  and  enforce  the  rules, 
and  by  firmness,  kindness,  attention,  and  judicious  treatment,  endeavor 
to  secure  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inmates  ;  who,  on  their 
part,  shall  pay  strict  obedience  to  all  rules  and  regulations,  and  treat 
the  Directors,  Visitors,  Superintendents,  Assistants,  and  each  other, 
with  becoming  respect;  and  by  gentlemanly  conduct  at  all  times,  and 
by  acts  of  courtesy  and  forbearance,  endeavor  to  make  a  happy 
household. 

3.  Every  inmate,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  is  expected  to  attend  | 
all  religious  services. 

4.  Breakfast  at  seven  o’clock  from  April  1  to  October  1,  and  at 
eight  o’clock  from  October  1  to  April  1 ;  dinner  at  one  o’clock ;  tea 
at  six  o’clock  from  April  1  to  October  1,  and  at  five  o’clock  from 
October  1  to  April  1. 

5.  A  general  table  will  be  provided  for  the  inmates,  at  which  all 
who  are  able  must  attend  punctually,  and  endeavor,  by  order  and 
genial  intercourse,  to  make  such  occasions  seasons  of  agreeable 
recreation. 

6.  The  Superintendent  will  preside  at  the  table,  and  ask  a 
blessing  before  each  meal. 

7.  Those  confined  to  their  rooms  by  illness  will  be  furnished  with 
sick-diet,  under  the  direction  of  the  Physician  and  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Washing  and  ironing  shall,  if  practicable,  be  done  on  Mondays 
and  Tuesdays. 

9.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of  the 
inmates  will  be  provided  by  the  Corporation.  No  inmate  therefore 
will  be  permitted  to  solicit  assistance  for  himself  or  others,  unless  by 
special  permit  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Every  inmate  must  make  himself  useful  in  any  way  that  his 
services  may  be  available  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Superintendent. 

11.  No  intoxicating;  drinks  or  strong  stimulant  shall  be  used  in  the 
house,  except  by  order  of  the  Physician;  when  it  shall  be  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  Superintendent  or  Nurse. 

12.  No  tobacco  smoking  will  be  allowed  in'  the  house. j  \ 
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13.  Inmates  will  not  he  allowed  to  enter  the  kitchen,  store-room, 
or  other  offices  of  the  house,  unless  by  consent  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  ;  and  they  are  also  expected  to  pay  a  due  regard  to  the 
privacy  of  each  other’s  rooms. 

14.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  or  find  fault 
with  the  assistants,  or  servants.  If  they  have  cause  for  complaint 
they  must,  in  the  first  place,  state  their  grievance  to  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  ;  if  not  remedied,  they  can  appeal  to  either  of  the  Directors. 

15.  The  assistants  and  servants  will  at  all  times  be  required  to 

treat  the  inmates  with  becoming  kindness,  forbearance,  and  respect ; 

to  be  courteous  to  all  visitors,  and  strictly  comply  with  the  rules  of 

* 

the  house. 

16.  No  inmate,  or  person  employed  in  the  house,  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  out  after  ten  o’clock,  p.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  doors  will 
be  closed  for  the  night. 

17.  The  Superintendent  must  see  that  all  unnecessary  fires  and 
lights  are  extinguished  by  ten  o’clock  at  night. 

l  18.  Inmates  should  make  it  known  to  the  Superintendent  when 

I  they  are  going  out. 

19.  Any  one  desiring  to  visit  his  friends  must  obtain  leave  of  the 
Superintendent,  whom  he  shall  inform  of  the  place  where  he  intends 
to  stay,  and  the  probable  length  of  his  visit.  The  time  of  making 
visits,  as  well  as  their  frequency,  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Superintendent. 

20.  The  friends  of  inmates,  and  the  public  generally,  may  visit 
the  house  only  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  nine  to  eleven 
o’clock,  a.  m.,  and  from  three  to  five,  p.  m.,  unless  by  a  permit  from 
one  of  the  Directors. 

>  21.  To  'preserve  order  and  harmony  in  the  family,  entire  obedience 

must  be  paid  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Home.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
to  admonish  the  inmates  for  any  violation  of  the  same,  and  if  repeated, 
the  Superintendent  shall  prefer  a  complaint  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  Provided 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  a 
vote  of  removal  by  the  Directors. 

22.  Inmates  earning  money  must  pay  the  same  to  the  Executive 
Committee  at  their  next  succeeding  meeting,  to  be  expended  for  the 
special  use  and  benefit  of  the  party  earning  the  same,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Committee. 

23.  These  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Directors. 


FORM  OF  BOND. 


I,  the  undersigned,  in  consideration  of  having  become  a  bene¬ 
ficiary  or  inmate  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Men,  do  hereby  agree 
to  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Directors,  and 
my  right  to  remain  in  the  Home  shall  depend  upon  such  obedi¬ 
ence  ;  and  I  do  hereby  sell  and  make  over  to  the  Corporation 
all  such  personal  property  as  I  have  brought  to  the  Home,  and 
agree  that  all  property  which  I  shall  bring  to  the  Home  for  my 
use  shall  then  become  the  property  of  said  Corporation,  and  for 
the  consideration  aforesaid,  I  do  hereby  sell  and  convey  to  said 
Corporation  any  property,  both  real  and  personal  which  I  now 
have,  and  hereby  agree  to  sell  and  convey  to  said  Corporation 
all  property,  both  real  and  personal,  which  I  now  or  may 
hereafter  own  and  to  execute  all  papers,  and  to  do  all  things 
necessary  to  transfer  and  convey  said  property  to  said  Corpora¬ 
tion,  in  trust  nevertheless  for  the  following  purposes : .  to  sell, 
convey  and  dispose  of  the  same  or  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  apply  sufficient  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof 
to  pay  said  Corporation  all  that  it  may  have  paid  or  spent  on 
my  account,  and  reimburse  itself  for  the  board  and  supplies 
furnished  to  me,  and  to  invest  the  balance  of  said  proceeds,  and 
hold  the  same  and  interest  thereon  as  security  for  what  sums 
may  be  spent  or  supplies  furnished  to  me  or  on  my  account,  and 
upon  my  death  to  pay  and  convey  the  balance  of  said  trust 
funds,  over  and  above  what  is  sufficient  to  reimburse  said  Cor¬ 
poration  for  all  that  has  been  paid  for  me  and  on  my  account, 
to  such  parties  as  I  shall  by  will  direct  or  to  my  legal  repre¬ 
sentatives.
